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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, WOLFEBORO, N. H. 
March 9, 1965 : 
Brewster Memorial Gym 10:00 A.M. 


The meeting was held in the Brewster Memorial Gym to 
accommodate the Senior Citizens of the Town and those who were 
unable to climb the stairs at the former place of voting. 

Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the meeting was called 
to order at 10:00 A.M. by the moderator, Robert F. Thurrell. 


The moderator read the first three articles pertaining to the 
election of Town Officers. Norman A. Hale made the motion that 
the reading of the balance of the warrant be omitted at this time. 
It was seconded and voice vote was in the affirmative, and so 
declared by the moderator. The balance of the warrant to be read 
at the evening session when the articles would be acted upon. 


Balloting started at 10:00 A.M. and continued until 7:00 
P.M. Approximately 757 voters were out to cast their ballots. The 
sentiment of the voters was in favor of having the balloting and 
meeting at the Brewster Gym, it seemed to be more convenient 
for all.

The meeting was called to order by the moderator, Robert F. 
Thurrell. Norman A. Hale made the motion that the Polls be kept 
open, after consideration of articles 4 through 16, until such time 
that all in the hall had a chance to vote. Seconded by Dr. Toms; 
voice vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the mod- 
erator. 


The moderator expressed a special thank you from the Town 
Officials and the voters to the following: Brewster Academy 
Trustees, The Wolfeboro Womans’ Club, Principal Burtis 
Vaughan, Jr., Gordon S. Glidden, Mr. Nay, Mr. Whalen, and all 
others who were so considerate in helping to make the voting at 
the Gym easier for us. 

Forrest Durkee made a motion to refrain from reading the 
warrant in its entirety, Article 4 through Article 16, provided 
each article be read in full before being acted upon. It was second- 
ed by Donald Savard; voice vote was in the affirmative, and so 
declared by the moderator. 

Article 4. Norman A. Hale made the motion that the Select- 
men be authorized to sell any property taken by tax title or other- 
wise. The motion was seconded by Dr. Toms; voice vote was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the moderator. 

Article 5. A motion was made by Dr. Toms to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes, if paid before December Ist at a rate of discount 
not to exceed the rate at which the town can borrow money on 
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short term notes. It was seconded by Norman Hale; voice vote 
was in the affirmative, and so declared by the moderator. 


Article 6. A motion was made by Norman A. Hale that the 
Selectmen be authorized to hire a sum of money necessary to pay 
expenses in anticipation of taxes. Seconded by Edward W. Zulauf ; 
voice vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the modera- 
tor. 


Article 7. Motion was made by Dr. Toms to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section 
42, Chapter 80 of the revised Laws of 1942 as amended by chapter 
7 of Laws of 1945. The motion was seconded by Forrest Durkee; 
voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the modera- 
tor. 


Article 8. Forrest Durkee made the motion to pass over 
Article 8 until all other articles were acted upon. It was seconded 
by Edward W. Zulauf; voice vote was in the affirmative and so 
declared by the moderator. 


Article 9. The motion was made by Norman A. Hale, 
seconded by Dr. C. Warren Brodrick to adopt the article as read. 
Edward W. Zulauf presented an amendment to be considered 
under the budget, which reads as follows: ‘‘Amendment to Town 
Water and Sewer Department Budget granting the Water and 
Sewer Department Commissioners permission to borrow sufficient 
money, approximately $15,000.00 to install a six inch water line 
on Forest Road, from the present existing water line to the road- 
way known as the Hopewell Road, in conjunction with the re- 
building and relocation of Forest Road.” Discussion followed on 
water line layout. 

Vote was taken on the article as read: “To raise and approp- 
riate a sum of money not to exceed $23,700.00 for the relocation 
and rebuilding of Forest Road. This sum to be raised by the issu- 
ance of serial notes for three years, with the understanding that 
revenue under the State Town Road Aid Program will be used to 
repay the larger portion over the next three years.” Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and declared by the moderator as better 
than a 2% vote. 


Article 10. Russell G. Claflin made a motion to adopt 
Article 10, it was seconded by Howard Bean. Mr. Claflin explain- 
ed the purpose of 701 Program. For the $5000.00 we vote in, we 
would receive $15,000.00 for the Carroll County Area from the 
Federal Aid. Winston Hamm gave objection to this offer to use 
Federal Funds at this time; as it did not seem necessary to do so. 
Mr. Hamm did not think that we should get tied up with the 
Federal Aid Program. Mr. Claflin explained further that we were 
getting this help with no strings attached. Voice vote on the 
Article: To raise and appropriate a sum of money not to exceed 
$5,000.00 for the purpose of participating in the Economic Urban 
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Development Program No. 701, was in the affirmative, and so 
declared by the moderator. 

Article 11. Motion made by Norman A. Hale, and seconded 
by Mrs. Lloyd Hamm to instruct the Moderator to appoint a 
Community Study Committee (which may include representation 
from education, law enforcement, clergy, service, fraternal, gov- 
ernmental, or other groups), said Committee not to exceed eleven 
members. 

To raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $100.00 for 
Committee expenses, said Committee to conduct a comprehensive 
townwide survey studying current uses of leisure time and pre- 
sent available facilities; interests of children, youth, adults, and 
senior citizens; the committee shall prepare and present a pro- 
gress report and hold at least one public meeting for said purpose. 
A final report with recommendations to be given at a Special 
Town Meeting to be held not later than October 15, 1965. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the moderator. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Re- 
presentatives of the Town of Wolfeboro and the General Court of 
the State of New Hampshire to submit a bill to said General Court 
providing for the repeal of Chapter 377 of the Laws of 1959 en- 
titled “An Act Establishing a Police Commission of the Town of 
Wolfeboro.” A motion made by Eugene Lehner, Sr. to pass over 
Article 12 was a voice vote in the negative and so declared by the 
Moderator. 

Edward W. Zulauf presented an amendment which read “‘Pro- 
viding for the repeal by the action of any regular or special Town 
Meeting of the Town of Wolfeboro.” There was considerable dis- 
cussion pro and con. 

A motion made by Edward W. Zulauf and seconded by Russell 
G. Claflin to adopt the amendment as read; voice vote was in the 
affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. Vote was then 
taken on Article 12 as amended, voice vote was in the negative 
and so declared by the Moderator. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to specify that the 
money in the “Goodwin Fund” shall be reserved for the specific 
purpose for building a Fire Station or a combined Fire Station 
and Town Offices at such time as a suitable site and additional 
funds are available. 

Donald Savard, Trustee of Trust Funds read the following 
as to the motion carried in the Town Meeting of March 12, 1957, 
also terms of the Martha A. Goodwin will: 

Town Meeting, March 12, 1957 

Town of Wolfeboro, N. H. 

“Moved that the Town Treasurer be instructed to transfer to the 
Trustees of Trust Funds the bequest of Martha A. Goodwin, to- 
gether with accumulated interest to date; and said proceeds to 
remain intact with future interest earnings until such time as a 
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Special Purpose shall have been established by the voters of the 
Town; and that the name of the donor be commemorated in per- 
petuity with the Special Purposes so established. Motion Carried.”

“On the death of the last of the persons above mentioned or 
described, the principal and its accumulations are to be paid over 
to the Town of Wolfeboro for such use as I may hereafter specify. 
This was a Massachusetts trust for many years with living bene- 
ficiaries until the mid-fifties when it was transferred to the 
Treasurer of the Town of Wolfeboro. 


Eugene Lehner, Sr. spoke on behalf of the Fire Department, 
giving reasons why it would be fitting to have the money reserved 
for a Fire Station. There was discussion pro and con. Forrest 
Durkee made the motion to adopt Article 13 as read; seconded by 
Annotte Durkee, voice vote was in the negative and so declared 
by the Moderator. 

Article 14. To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will authorize 
the Selectmen to give a ninety-nine year lease to the Harriman 
Hale Post No. 18, Incorporated of the following described land 
at a rental fee of one dollar per year the express conditions that 
said premises shall be used for a Little League Park, Skating and 
Hockey Rink, and for such other public beneficial uses as Harri- 
man Hale Post No. 18, Incorporated in its sole descretion shall 
deem advisable, and with the further express condition that the 
lessee shall not have the right to sublet nor assign said lease; 

Beginning at the land of the Boston and Maine Railroad at 
land of Jutras, and running in a general southeasterly direction 
850 feet more or less to land of Wolfeboro Shopping Center, Inc. ; 
thence running in a southwesterly direction along the Wolfeboro 
Shopping Center, Inc., 207.7 feet to a point; thence running north- 
westerly 34 feet to a point ; thence running southwesterly 80 feet 
to a point; thence running in a general northwesterly direction 
1012.6 feet to Boston and Maine Railroad Property; thence run- 
ning in a general northeasterly direction by Boston and Maine 
Railroad Property 460 feet more or less to land of Jutras, the 
point of beginning. Containing 6.3 acres, more or less. Together 
with and subject to existing Rights of Way. 

There was considerable discussion on the Article as to drain- 
age, filling, etc. Dr. Toms presented an amendment as follows: 
“Should the town vcte to lease the back bay property to the 
American Legion in the ensuing Article; That the land so leased 
for their sole use be that portion Northwesterly of a line running 
from the northwesterly corner of the former Avery Property 
and parallel to the Boston arid Maine Right of Way: to the North- 
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easterly bound. This portion southeasterly of the afore men- 
tioned line to be used for parking in this area. Also the Town 
may retain the Right to enter onto this property for maintenance 
or repair of existing Water and Sewer Department facilities, 
and to maintain drainage in this aiea.”’ 

Motion was made and seconded to adopt the amendment. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the Moder- 
ator. Forrest Durkee made the motion to adopt the Article as 
amended, seconded by Marjorie White. Voice vote was in the 
negative and so declared defeated by the Mcderator. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the fol- 
lowing Article: 


OFF-STREET PARKING ORDINANCE OF THE 
TOWN OF WOLFEBORO 


It is the intention of this ordinance that ell structures and 
lanj uses shall have a sufficient amount of off-street automobile 
parking to meet the needs of persons emrloyed at, or making use 
of, such structures or land uses. No permit for the moving, 
erection or substantial alteration of a building, or for a use, nor ap- 
proval of a subdivision shall be issued unless off-street automobile 
parking facilities shall have been laid out in a plan in accordance 
with the appropriate requirements for structures and uses set 
forth in this ordinance and approved by the Zoning Permit Offi- 
cer, or, in the case of subdivisions, by the Wolfeboro Town Plan- 
ning Board. 

Any extension or any enlargement of a building which in- 
creases the floor area by 50 per cent shall constitute a “‘substantial 
alteration” regardless of the costs of such extension or enlarge- 
ment. 

EFFECT ON EXISTING USES: Structures and land uses in 

xistence at the time this ordinance becomes effective or struc- 

tures and uses for which permits have been apzroved at the time 
this ordinance becomes effective shall not be subject to the re- 
quirements set forth in this ordinance provided that any parking 
facilities now existing to serve such structures or uses shall not 
in the future be reduced, except where they exceed such require- 
ments, in which case they may not be reduced below such re- 
quirements. 


REGULATIONS 


Section 1. In all districts there shall be provided facilities 
for off-street parking for every building hereafter constructed or 
enlarged as described above for commercial, industrial, multiple 
family residence or single family residence purposes. All such 
parking areas shall be graded and have a minimum of 20 feet as 
a means of access and a minimum of 20 feet as a means of egress 
where separate means are provided; and be otherwise adapted to 
the parking of vehicles and shall be kept available therefor. When 
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only one means for both access and egress is provided, the width 
of the means shall be a minimum of 25 feet. In the case of single 
family residences, 11 feet, width will suffice. A parking area for 
one vehicle shall be not less than 160 square feet plus space for 
maneuvering. 

Number of parking spaces to be provided: 


1. Residences, Multiple Housing and Apartment Houses. 
One car space for each family unit, provided that, in the case of 
boarding houses or dwellings partially devoted to rental of rooms, 
in addition to the car space for each family unit there shall be 
one space for each guest sleeping room. 

2. Stores or other places conducting retail business — one 
space for each 100 square feet of floor area plus one space for 
each 5 employees. 

3. Offices, Banks and Similar Business: One space for each 
300 square feet of floor area plus one space for each 5 employees. 

4. Theatres, Funeral Homes, and Places of Assembly — one 
space for each 5 seats; in the case of Bowling Alleys, 2 spaces for 
each alley. 

5. Hotels, Motels and the like — one space for each two 
guest sleeping room plus one space for each 5 employees. 


6. Industries — one space for each 4 employees. 


7. Restaurants and other places serving food or beverages 
— one space for each five seats plus one space for each 5 employ- 
ees. Drive-in establishments shall provide one space for each 50 
square feet of floor area, plus: one space for each 5 employees. 


8. Home occupation, or accessory use — one space for each 
non-resident employee, plus adequate off-street spaces for clients 
or customers. 

9. Gasoline Station, repair or storage garage or automobile 
salesroom — adequate off-street parking spaces for customers 
and employees. 


10. Hospitals — One space for each 1,500 square feet gross 
floor area. 


LOADING AND UNLOADING AREAS. 


Hotels, restaurants and business or industrial establishments 
shall provide adequate space for loading and unloading all vehicles 
used incidental to their operation in addition to the facilities re- 
quired for customer or employee parking. 


SPECIAL EXCEPTIONS 


Where the space required above cannot be emma: pro- 
vided, the Wolfeboro Zoning Board- of Adjustment may -grant 
relief by Special Exemption following the procedure and taking 
into consideration the conditions, where applicable,-as. seb forth in 
the Wolfeboro. Planning and. Zoning - Ordinance. 
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VALIDITY 


The validity of any provision of this Ordinance shall not 
affect the validity of any other provision or the validity of the 
Ordinance as a whole. 

Forrest Durkee made the motion to pass over the article; 
seconded by Alvin White. The voters called for a vote of show 
of hands instead of a voice vote. With the results as follows: 
Yes 175 - No. 164, therefore it was a vote in the negative and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


Article 8. Norman Hale made the motion that the Town 

approve and adopt the recommendations of the Budget Committee 
and raise and appropriate the various sums contained in the re- 
port and listed in the Budget. 
Seconded by Lawrence S. Toms. Voice vote was taken on the 
Amendment presented by Edward W. Zulauf under Article 9 in 
regard to Water and Sewer Department increase in budget of 
$15,000. Vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator. 


Vote taken on the Budget as amended showed a voice vote 
of more than 24 and declared unanimous byi the Moderator. 
Article 16. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 


Russell Claflin moved that the moderator be complimented 
in reading Article 15 in its entirety. No further business the 
motion was made and seconded to adjourn at 8:50 P. M., after 
which time the polis were open for those who had not voted. 


After the counting of ballots, the following officers were 
sworn in by the Moderator: Edward W. Zulauf, Louis Soucey, 
John Corson, Forrest Durkee, Leslie Anderson, and C. H. Stock- 
bridge, and Alice A. Cole.

Pursuant to the foregoing warrant the meeting was called 
to order by the Moderator, Robert F. Thurrell. 


As this meeting was called from the out-come of a vote 
taken at the March 9th, 1965 Town Meeting, the Moderator read 
the article as follows: 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Mod- 
erator to appoint a Community Study Committee, (which may 
include representation from education, law enforcement, clergy, 
service, fraternal, governmental, or other groups), said Com- 
mittee not to exceed eleven members. 


To raise and appropriate a sum: not to exceed $100. for Com- 
mittee expenses, said Committee to conduct a comprehensive town- 
wide survey studying current uses of leisure time and present 
available facilities; interests of children, youth, adults, and senior 
citizens; the committee shall prepare and present a progress re- 
port and hold at least one public meeting for said purpose. A 
final report with recommendations to be given at a Special Town 
Meeting to be held not later than October 15, 1965. 

The Moderator read the warrant for this meeting to the 
voters. There was approximately sixty present. He then turn- 
ed the meeting over to Mr. Paul Fairfield, Chairman of the 
Study Committee. The moderator asked the voters to direct 
their questions to Mr. Fairfield as he would be in a position to 
answer them. There was a group of interested teenagers present. 

Mr. Fairfield read the report of the Study Committee giving 
an explanation of the survey by the group. Certain areas were 
pointed out by Kilburn Culley, that might be available for recre- 
ational purposes. This was done from a map of Wolfeboro by 
means of a projector. 


Mrs. C. Paul Quimby reported that of 1000 questionnaires 
mailed out 367 were returned filled in, about 36%. 

There was general discussion on a place suitable for informal 
gatherings of all ages. Dockside was discussed as a possibility. 
Some were in favor of building on some Town owned area that 
was available. 


The Moderator announced, the Committee should be com- 
mended for their work and the good report they handed in. 
Mr. Claflin made the motion to accept the report; seconded and 
voice vote was in the affirmative. 

Mr. Russell G. Claflin made a motion as follows: That a 
Recreation Advisory Council be established, consisting of five 
members appointed by the Selectmen. This Council shall deter- 
mine the priority of recreational needs and implement them, and 
shall have full authority on all recreational matters, subject to 
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the authority now existing under State law and the Wolfeboro 
Municipal Ordinances. The motion was seconded by Mr. E. 
Zulauf; voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
moderator. 

Article 2. No further business, Mr. Edward Zulauf made a 
motion to adjourn; seconded. Vote was in the affirmative and 
the meeting adjourned at 8:40 P. M.

To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in antici- 
pation of taxes. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section 
42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended by 
Chapter 7 of the Laws of 1945. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the 
recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and approp- 
riate the various sums contained in the report and listed in the 
Budget. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to borrow the 
sum of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) by the issuance of 
ten year serial notes. The purpose for which will be an accelerated 
program of water meter purchase and installation. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow on the credit of the Town, the sum of Twenty-four 
Thousand Dollars ($24,000.00) for the purchase of Highway 
Equipment and Grader. 
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ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the 
Varney Property, (formerly the Esso Station) and to issue five 
year serial notes to total Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00). 
And to further instruct the Selectmen to endeavor to obtain funds 
from the Urban Beautification Program of the Federal Govern- 
ment to be used for this project. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to set up a five 
member study committee consisting of a representative of the 
Municipal Electric Department, one member of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, one member of the Budget Committee, and two other 
members to be selected by the other three, to examine and study 
the operation of the Municipal Electric Department, to seek such 
professionai advice as they may deem necessary, and make appro- 
priate recommendations at a special Town Meeting to be held 
in October 1°66. The first three members of the study committee 
shall be aspointed by their respective departments. Any expenses 
incurred shall be borne by the Municipal Electric Department up 
to a limit of three thousand dollars. This article is reeommended 
by the Budget Committee. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will accept the following 
recommendation of the Budget Committee: 

1. Establish a seven-man study committee to examine the 
present operation of the Town Highway Garage with a view of 
expansion to a Department of Public Works Garage. 

2. The committee to be comprised of the aint The 
Highway Agent, two Selectmen, two members of the Budget Com- 
mittee, the Superintendents of the Municipal Light Department 
and Water and Sewer Department. 

3. The scope of the study to include not only present opera- 
tion, but also the expansion, personnel requirements of the ex- 
pansion, central purchasing for all town agencies and depart- 
ments, adequate bookkeeping procedures to insure the proper 
assignment of charges, and the feasibility of providing additional 
service of transportation vehicles for the Regional School District. 

4. To hold at least two public hearings prior to making a 
public report, at a special Town Meeting in October 1966. 

5. To submit recommendations in Article Form to the next 
Annual Town Meeting. 

ARTICLE 14.. To see if the town will establish a town Con- 
servation Commission as set forth in R.S.A. 36-A. 

ARTICLE 15. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting.

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Selectmen’s Progress Report 


During the past year, the Board of Selectmen have partici- 
pated in the initiation of the following programs or projects: 


1. Forest Road: With the cc-operation of the Secondary 
Roads Division of the Department of Highways of the State of 
New Hampshire, a complete rebuilding of this road was com- 
menced under the Town Road Aid program. The project will ke 
completed in the fall of 1966. This will improve the safety of the 
public bathing area at Carry Beach, as well as providing a new 
road for access to Wolfeboro Neck. 


2. Brewster Memorial Hall: Unfortunately the surface of 
this endeavor was barely scratched. Our basic aim was to provide 
a District Court worthy of the name, and expanded office space 
for the town agencies. In order to obtain permission to renovate, 
a conference with the Trustees was in order. After several long 
distance phone calls, over a period of several months, a meeting 
was held in Boston. Several interesting ideas were proposed by 
the Trustees, the most important being that the Estate would 
contribute funds for individual improvements to the _ building, 
these to be completed over several years, and upon completion, 
the control of the entire building would be awarded the Town 
with the Brewster Estate making an annual stipend to aid the 
Town to comply with the stipulations of the Brewster Will, with- 
out placing a financial burden on the town. Consequently, earlier 
plans were scrapped and a long range project will now be under- 
taken, pending approval by the Trustees as to what definite areas 
they will ascribe funds. 


3. Project 701: A firm has been selected to provide the 
town with a master plan, pending approval of the State Depart- 
ment of Planning and Economic Development. 


4. The annual duty of the Board of Selectmen to take the 
inventory of taxable property has become at best, a thankless 
task to which our best efforts to be fair are often met with 
derision and abuse. During this past year, the Tax Commission 
reviewed the percentage of evaluation in order to achieve the basis 
for equalization. This was brought about with the formation of 
the new school district. The old rate of assessment was set at 46%, 
resulting in an equalized valuation in excess of 20 million. The 
new rate was set at 30%, the equalized valuation jumped to over 
30 million. As the Tax Commission establishes the rate at which 
the Stock in Trade and machinery is assessed, this resulted in a 
16% reduction which had to be made up in property assessments. 


The fields of endeavor and duty reached in many directions 
along with the above. To mention all would require extensive space 
and would become unreadable. To highlight a few: We have con- 
ferred with the Department of Highways concerning Route 28; 
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the best interests of the town are being sought and a proper vigil 
is being maintained over this project. The Town Docks were re- 
paired due to ice damage. More repairs are being comtemplated, 
especially to the cruiser dock, which will require added piling. As 
trustees of the Libby Museum, we have secured a valuable collec- 
tion of Song Birds and Native Animals from L. R. Nelson of Win- 
chester, New Hampshire. This distinguished taxidermist is no 
stranger to this area, having provided the Brewster Adademy 
Museum with its specimens. As trustees of the Brown Scholar- 
ship Fund, the Board awarded a total of $5,100.00 to 34 deserving 
students of Wolfeboro who maintained a C average or better. One 
such student we are proud to announce, was an honor Graduate 
of the University of New Hampshire. A section of the Lakeview 
Drive subdivision road was accepted as a public way after a public 
hearing was held. 


As always, we must look to the future for improvements in 
the well being of the townspeople. The image of a resort town of 
high caliber must always be kept in sight, for without bettering 
the lot of our summer visitor, and expanding the community 
services in view of the image of a resort area, a status quo will 
develop. Consequently, the Board has given support to several 
projects in view of improving the image of Wolfeboro. We have 
asked for appropriations for improving the parking lot at the 
Clark House, for improvements to Backbay, for the acquisition 
of the Varney property adjacent to Cate Park, and for improve- 
ments to the Carry Beach.

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STATEMENT OF TOWN DEBT, DECEMBER 31, 1965 
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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The budget committee has consulted with the Selectmen, de- 
partment heads and commissioners regarding their bugets for 
the maintenance and reasonable development of the town’s pro- 
perty and its facilities for 1966. The affect that the requests of 
the various departments would have on the tax rate was always 
given consideration. At this time with increased costs of equip- 
ment, materials and reasonable increases in labor it is difficult 
to keep the overall budget at the same level year after year and 
at the same time to adequately provide the essential services in 
the customary manner. 

Fortunately new construction and renovations have continued 
at a fine rate and our net assessed valuation continues to rise, 
bringing an increase in our property tax revenue. 

A Public Hearing was held in January at the Carpenter 
School, and it is encouraging to report that the attendance was 
the largest in many years. It was a very informative meeting. 

Appropriations recommended by the budget committee ex- 
cluding utilities: $321,244 47 

Estimated revenue, excluding utilities 141,108 62 


Estimated amount to be raised by property 
taxes $180,135 8&5 

The reports of the Water and Sewer Department and the 
Municipal Electric Department appear elsewhere in the Annual 
Report. As these departments are self-sustaining their budget 
does not affect the tax rate. 

Once again the sums requested by several departments is the 
same as it has been, those asking for substantial increases are 
listed as follows: 

GENERAL GOVERNMENT 

The clerical force has been given a slight increase in wages. 
Last year the sum of $2,000.00 was set up to remodel the area in 
Town Hall formerly occupied by Parsons Furniture for town 
offices. Due to certain conditions this work was not done and the 
appropriation is being held over and another $1,500.00 was re- 
commended to make suitable quarters for the District Court. 

PROTECTION OF PERSONS AND PROPERTY 

The Police Department budget has been increased $3,446.00 
over what they spent last year to provide for an additional per- 
manent officer. Their greatest problem has been a shortage of 
officers to adequately cover the town. The budget committee also 
approved the purchase of a new cruiser to replace the old one on 
which they had greatly exceeded their anticipated expenses for 
repairs. 

The Police Department has moved its quarters from the 
basement of the Town Hall into part of the area formerly occu- 
pied by Parsons Furniture. All the materials used and the labor 
was donated, so this improvement was made without cost to the 
taxpayer. a 


The budget of the Fire Department has been increased 
$3,606.00 over what was spent last year. This provides increases 
in pay to the four permanent men and also provides funds for the 
purchase of a new car for the chief. 

CIVIL DEFENSE 

It is proposed to increase the functions of this department 
with the establishment of a Wolfeboro Rescue Squad. This squad 
is composed of a group of young men who have completed the 
Red Cross Training Course and are now qualified to assist per- 
sons in distress (drownings, auto accidents, fire victims, etc.). 
They will be at the beck and call of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. They have the knowledge and training to perform these 
services but need the equipment to carry them out. The budget 
committee approved an appropriation of $1,000.00 for this pro- 
ject. 

OUTLAY FOR NEW CONSTRUCTION 
AND PERMANENT IMPROVEMENT 

The following projects were approved: 

Hardy Hill $800.00; Cotton Mountain Turn $500.00; Carry 

Beach $1,000.00; Trotting Track Road $1,000.00; finish the 

Forest Road project utilizing unexpended balances from 

previous appropriations. Total: $12,000.00.

In a separate article in the warrant the purchase of this 
valuable piece of property is to be considered by the voters. If 
voted favorably this land would become a part of Cate Park and 
would greatly improve the beauty of the lake front. The budget 
committee approves the purchase of this property. 

LIBRARY 

An increase of $1,050.00 was approved to make realistic 
adjustment to salaries and wages and to cover the increased cost 
of books and magazines. 
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The budget committee gratefully acknowledges the assistance 
of the Selectmen, the department heads, the various commissions 
and the clerical force at the town hall in preparing this budget.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


This is my sixteenth year as your Tax Collector, and it has 
been a busy and full year. 


Mrs. Nary and I appreciate the confidence that the citizens 
of this town have had in us and our efforts to give understanding 
service. . . 

A few outstanding facts should be of interest. 

For the Tax Year of 1950, the Property Levy raised by tax- 
ation was $192,185.99, while for 1965 the Warrant was for 
$573,210.48. 7 


The sum of all Warrants amounted to $578,799.54. 

It cannot be emphasized too strongly that Poll and Head 
Taxes are Demand Taxes, and are due when the bill is presented. 
Should a person who is liable, not receive a bill, it is that per- 
son’s responsibility to ascertain why. 

Persons signing an application for a driving license, regis- 
tration of a car, fishing or hunting license, should read carefully 
the affidavit before signing, as the Poll and Head Taxes for the 
previous year must be paid before applying. 

Tax payers applying for the Veterans Exemption need to 
be sure that ALL outstanding taxes are paid by April 15th of the 
year following the levy. The application must be filed by April 
15th. Last year a number of applications were ‘disallowed. 

Persons involved in the transfer of property should notify 
the Board of Selectmen and the Tax Collector of such a transfer, 
giving the name and address of the new owner. 


When there is a change of address, the Board of Selectmen 
and the Tax Collector should be notified, as each year many tax 
bills are delayed in mailing because of the lack of an accurate 
address. 


Boat Taxes, being personal property taxes, action can be 
taken to collect fourteen days after delivery of the tax bill. 


If there is any question as regards a tax bill, it should be 
inquired into promptly, in order to avoid interest charges for 
delayed payment after December 1st of the tax year. 

The Tax Collector maintains regular office hours three days a 
week, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday, from 9 A. M. until 1 P. M., 
at the Town Offices, and is available at home. Part time Tax 
Collectors are only required by Statute to be at the Town Offices 
one day a month. The Tax Collector of Wolfeboro is classified 
as a part time officer, and so compensated.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER

Subject: Report of Health Officer for year 1965 


The past year has been essentially a healthy one. It is inter- 
esting to note that the dread disease of poliomyelitis which was 
so serious some years ago, especially in Wolfeboro, was completely 
lacking this year. This is a brilliant result of preventive medicine, 
and each family is urged to make certain that they have received 
all the necessary booster doses of polio vaccine. 


The total number of children’s contagious diseases was below 
average. This decrease is again a victory for preventive injections 
and the number of diseases that can be prevented has been aug- 
mented by the addition of measles. Again I urge that all children 
under the age of 4 years have the benefit of preventive inocula- 
tions with live measles vaccine, which is given in a single injec- 
tion. 


The school children have been under the capable supervision 
of Dr. Harold Gregory, who has been the school physician for 
many years. Nurses, Mrs. Mary Ballentine, R. N. and Mrs. Vivian 
Hayes, R. N. have continued their excellent work in the schools 
in addition to joining the ranks of married women. Mrs. Dorothea 
Hickey, R. N. has ably performed her duties as community nurse. 


The entire community was saddened in November by the 
sudden death of Dr. Ralph Adams. 


The Medicare law was passed this past year, and will become 
effective on July 1, 1966. Huggins Hospital and the local medical 
group are formulating plans made necessary by this change in 
medical care. It is obvious that there will be a greater strain on 
hospital bed demand and also on nursing home facilities.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT — 1965 


The Department wishes to thank all those who helped con- 
serve water this past year. 

Beech Pond dropped to approximately six (6) feet below 
high water level making it necessary to put in a new intake 
pipe and screen pit. 

The old ten (10) inch wood stave pipe which fed the six 
(6) inch main was removed since it came completely out of the 
water the latter part of August. The eight (8) inch Universal 
put in in 1935 was partly out of water and started to suck air so 
that it had to be shut off. 

The new intake, twelve (12) inch in size, goes out into the 
pond approximately three hundred (3800) feet and was down 
sixteen (16) feet in August which will be about twenty-one (21) 
feet of water over it at full pond. This line goes into a screen 
pit on shore which has the connections for the six (6) inch and 
eight (8) inch lines and pipe and valve for a future ten (10) inch 
line to be connected. 

A pump with controls and fittings was purchased, ready 
to be installed if it had been necessary to pump from another 
source. 

The tank on North Main Street was shut off to build pres- 
sure and conserve water periodically. This was necessary due 
to the normal overflow from the tank. 

The main line meter showed we used 210,282,000 gallons in 
one full year. This shows a drop of 64,929,000 gallons less than 
last year. 

Our meter program has moved rather slowly due to con- 
struction for this Department. We still plan to meet our dead 
line of 1967, if we have to hire outside plumbers to do so. 

The wild line was cut out from Bay Street to the road that 
goes into Beech Pond. The road into Beech Pond was bull dozed 
and gravelled.

I have examined the books and records of the Wolfeboro 
Water and Sewer Department for the year ended December 31, 
1965 and submit the following exhibits: 


Exhibit I - Balance Sheet at December 31, 1965 
Exhibit II - Statement of Funded Debt at December 31, 1965 


Exhibit III - Statement of Income and Expenses for the year 
ended December 31, 1965 


Exhibit IV - Statement of Source and Application of Funds 
for the year ended December 31, 1965 


The scope of my examination follows: 


Cash on deposit was verified by reconciliation with the 
amount reported by the depository. Cancelled checks were vouched 
to the disbursement record for a_ representative number of 
months. The accounts on deposit were verified by direct corres- 
pondence with the depository bank. 


Accounts Receivable were listed from the individual customer 
accounts and compared with the balance shown on the balance 
sheet at December 31, 1965. The accounts were not confirmed by 
correspondence with the debtors. 


An inventory of materials and supplies was taken by the 
Superintendent. I was not present when the inventory was taken. 
Extensions and footings were checked and found to be correct. 


A review was made of additions to fixed assets during the 
year. The total additions for the year amounted to $62,631.11, 
the detail which appears in Exhibit IV. Depreciation rates were 
reviewed and found to be in accordance with rates recommended 
by the Public Utilities Commission. 


The Suspense Account represents a balance of long-standing 
and its origin was found to be undeterminable. There has been 
no change in the account during the year. It showed an increase 
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in calendar year 1964 in the amount of $17,221.45. Interest on 
3% Serial Note due in 1976 was charged to the account. It would 
appear that the account has been used as a balancing account for 
statements reported to the Public Utilities Commission over the 
prior years. Further recommendations as to the disposition of this 
account will be made after consultation with accountants in the 
Public Utilities Commission. 


Accounts Payable were listed from the unpaid invoices. The 
balances were not verified with creditors. Over $22,000.00 of the 
balance due is for Materials and Supplies on hand at December 
31, 1965. 


Taxes and Other Liabilities Accrued represent amounts due 
for payroll taxes and retirement fund commitments at December 
31, 1965. 


Bonds and Notes Payable were verified with the Wolfeboro 
National Bank. A statement of funded debt is attached as Exhibit 
il. 


Due to the limited nature of my examination, as explained 
in the paragraphs relating to accounts receivable, materials and 
supplies inventory, suspense account balance and accounts pay- 
able, I am unable to render an opinion as to the fairness of the 
attached exhibits as a whole.

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REPORT OF 


Wolfeboro Police Commission 


YEAR 1965 


The year 1965 proved to be a busy year for the police depart- 
ment as well as for all other town departments. The police 
department has had occasion to work rather closely with all of 
the other town departments and it would appear that the prob- 
lems of each department becomes the concern of the others. 


The greatest problem of our department has been a shortage 
of officers during the busy times of the year. There are times 
when greater numbers of officers are needed and this poses a 
problem in the administration of the police department because 
of the difficulty in hiring men as part time officers who are avail- 
able when they are needed. This is to say, at various periods 
during the day when the part time officer is pursuing his duties 
at his regular job. It is because of this condition that we are 
asking for two more full time officers on a year around basis. 


The past year has shown much unrest in all parts of the 
country and it had a certain impact in Wolfeboro as well as other 
parts of New Hampshire. Special precautions were taken with 
regards to extra police where large groups of people were assem- 
bled and it would appear that these precautions were of value. 


Because of a tight budget, one man patrols were necessary, 
both day and night. This proved to be next to impossible because 
of the large number of calls received on both the day and night 
shifts. It was necessary, on many occasions, to call out special 
officers to assist in taking care of the work load. These special 
officers proved to be of great value to the department and are 
becoming well trained and efficient. We have never been turned 
down by one of them when we gave a call, some times with no 
advance warning to them. 


The department has been involved in several investigations 
of considerable scope and this has been difficult because of the 
man shortage. 


There have been changes in traffic which have proven to be 
yood for the most part. Parking lines and cross walks have been 
painted with special attention being given to pedestrian crossings, 
and signs have been erected to proclaim the rights of way of 
pedestrians at cross walks. More work will be necessary on this 
matter and it is hoped that the driver will become better trained 
this year as well as the pedestrian who does not take the time to 
cross at a walk which has been provided for him. 

Numerous signs have been erected, some at the request of 
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this department and others at the request of interested parties 
in a given area. The problem of children signs has been a diffi- 
cult one as these are not furnished by the state unless there is a 
school involved. Pedestrian signs have been furnished in these 
cases. 


As most know, the police department has been housed in the 
basement in the town hall and this arrangement has not been good. 
The appearance of the office is not good and the quarters 
are not sufficient to the needs of the department. At the 
time that Mr. Parsons moved from the quarters in the 
front of the building, the Selectmen were approached by 
the Police Commissioners on the matter of getting space in 
a portion of the building on the ground floor. Although there 
were no funds available for the making of a room, the Selectmen 
gave the Commissioners permission to go ahead and make the 
necessary changes in the south end of the building to house the 
police department. At this time the quarters are well under way 
with all materials and labor being donated. There have been 
many dollars in material donated by private parties and many 
hours of labor given, so that the police department might have 
decent quarters and no longer be ashamed to have people come 
into the station on business. When the job is complete the 
town will have a police station worth many hundreds of dollars 
at no cost to the taxpayer. The department wishes, at this time, 
to thank all those who have given unsparingly of their time and 
money. Withcut these unselfish friends the job would have been 
impossible. 


The Department wishes to thank all those who have given 
aid and assistance to the men in the performance of their duties 
as well as the letters and kind works of encouragement which 
we have received in great numbers.

During 1965, minor and major improvements have taken 


place in the areas under the jurisdiction of the Parks and Play- 
grounds Commission. 


The Wolfebor) Falls Park has been bulldozed, graded, seeded 
and trees planted. 


Brewster Beach has a permanent cinder block bathhouse with 
flush toilets. Trees were removed and two mercury lights were 
installed in the parking lot. The cooperation of the Police De- 
partment in patrolling the Beach has cut down the after-dark 
disturbances. One case of attempted theft necessitated court 
action. 

Again, the ski slope had fewer skiing days than planned for. 
Drought, both rain and snow, has caused some surplus in the 
budget. 


The Recreation Committee appointed by the selectmen, has 
joined the Parks and Playgrounds Commission at a recent budget 
meeting, to learn more of what may be done in the area of 
recreation for the citizenry of Wolfeboro.

Report of the Librarian 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro-Brewster Memorial 
Library 


Gentlemen: 

The report of the librarian for the year ending January 1, 
1965 is herewith presented. 

In this period in our history when the world is moving fast 
bringing many changes, our libraries also are going through a 
transition period. Locally, to recapitulate, as the year 1964 mark- 
ed an expansion of library facilities in our town with the establish- 
ment of libraries in our local schools, the year 1965 has seen the 
further expansion of library service with the beginning of a state- 
wide development program in which the local library has become 
a part. 

At the time the Trustees signed a request for membership 
in the state-wide program they also signed a statement asserting 
that the library would comply with the Civil Rights law. 

In January the Trustees and the librarian met with two 
librarians from the State Library for the purpose of discussing 
the possibilities and the procedures involved in a building or 
renovation program. 

In March the regular meeting of the Wolfeboro Historical 
Society was held in the library when Mr. Edward Zulauf, repre- 
senting the selectmen, talked on the subject of the town budget. 
Also a paper entitled “Obsolete Town Offices” was read and 
discussed. 


QE 
ae: 
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This year the book service to shut-ins has continued with 
the cooperation and helpfulness of Miss Lucille Jones and Mrs. 
Glennes Parker. There are many expressions of gratitude for 
this type of service from those who find it difficult or impossibie 
to come to the library to choose their own books. 


As is the case with any adjustment to a change, with the 
facilities of school libraries available to students, the public 
library has had the privilege and the opportunity to spend more 
time with adults than was previously possible, while at the same 
time cooperating with the school librarians and with students 
in making further services available to them. 


Again this year the librarian and assistant librarian gave 
book reviews at a meeting of the Women’s Society of the Congre- 
gational Church at which time the books reviewed were chosen 
from those listed on the Congregational-Christian reading list. 


Throughout the year the librarian has attended bimonthly 
meetings at which new books were displayed and discussed for 
the purpose of assisting librarians in their selection of books. 
She also attended organization meetings which were necessary 
in setting up the state-wide library program, and served on the 
committee responsible for the rules governing the functioning 
of the common borrower’s card. 


During the year the librarian and assistant librarian at- 
tended the annual Meeting of the New Hampshire Library 
Association at Concord; Mr. W. Fred Tuttle, library trustee, and 
Mrs. W. Fred Tuttle, library assistant, attended a meeting in 
Rochester where the state-wide library program was discussed, 
and the librarian attended the annual meeting of the New Eng- 
land Library Association at Wentworth-by-the-Sea. 


The reference books added during the year were supplemented 
by the addition of bocks made possible through the grant of a 
hundred dollars bonus from the State Library. Among the books 
thus purchased were ‘National Geographic Atlas of the World,” 
“New Cassell’s German-English, English German Dictionary,” 
“Oxford Economic Atlas of the World,” “New Cassell’s French- 
English, English French Dictionary,” “Granger’s Index to Poetry,” 
“Cassell’s Spanish-English, English-Spanish Dictionary,” ‘‘Con- 
cise History of Painting from Giotto to Cezanne,” “Encyclopedia 
Cie SDOLCS a 

In honor of special events; for instance, Children’s Book 
Week, National Library, and holidays there were exhibits of 
books in the library and in the store space formerly occupied by 
Mr. Parsons. Then, too, UN Day was observed when in coop- 
eration with the Wolfeboro AAUW group there was a display in 
the library and elsewhere in town appropriate books, pamphlets, 
and other objects. 

Once again the librarian wishes to express thanks and ap- 
preciation for the many gifts of books and money, tokens of the 
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interest:and thoughtfulness of the patrons of our local library 
who gave them. 

The circulation of books and magazines for the year was 
32,913 of these classes: adult fiction 13,324; Non-fiction 7,812; 
children’s books 11,777. Four hundred and forty-four new cards 
were issued. The largest day’s circulation was 300 and the small- 
est thirteen. Six hundred and fifty-four new books were added 
and of this number 129 were contributed. One hundred and 
sixty-seven books were borrowed by mail from the State Library, 
and 286 by the Bookmobile. This last number is unusually low 
since the Bookmobile made fewer trips than usual due to me- 
chanical difficulties.

Dear Sirs: 


The Libby Museum enjoyed another busy season in 1965. 
Over 5,700 visitors came from many states and several foreign 
countries. With improvements in the public boat launching ramp 
completed this year, more visitors were induced to come by power 
boat and sailboat. A very popular addition was the picnic area 
operated this year adjacent to the museum. From our picnic table, 
visitors were able to enjoy the excellent view of Winter Harbor 
and the islands and mountains in the background. Travel trailers 
are now able to park in the entrance road to the storage barn so 
that their owners may visit the museum. 

New exhibits received by the museum this year were paced 
by “‘Poochie’’, the realistically mounted black bear cub, which was 
donated by Mr. Robert L. Foss of Lake Wentworth. From the 
Judge Brackett estate came a fine collection of ceremonial Indian 
wear. Mr. Howard Smart, County Commissioner, donated a coin 
collection of old United States (large) cents. Mr. Thomas M. 
Harper, of Cleveland, Ohio, made another donation of fine fossils. 
Mr. Ronald L. Grant, formerly of Granite, brought silver ore 
samples from the old silver mine which is located in Newmarket, 
New Hampshire. Mr. Donald Houghton, of Moultonboro and Rye, 
New York, painted and donated to the Libby Museum, the paint- 
ing of a real mutation (Blue) of a bullfrog, (which had been 
captured near Fort Knox in Kentucky). An old Indian war club 
from the West was donated by Mr. Norman Turner of Wolfeboro. 
The Wolfeboro Water Department brought a section of the old 
10 inch wooden water transmission main which had just been 
taken out of service at the Upper Beech Pond reservoir. It had 
been installed in 1908 to feed the 6 inch cast iron water main 
which had been laid then. Miss Patricia Vinnicombe of Wolfeboro 
and Miss Katie Warner of Tuftonboro, brought a cerese moth 
specimen. Miss Victoria Bell of Rockville Center, New York, 
brought a birds nest with egg. Another moth was brought by Miss 
Eleanor Lantry of Peabody, Massachusetts. The New Hampshire 
Fish and Game Department furnished their newsletter, which was 
posted as published. . 

The shrub plantings on the museum grounds which were fur- 
nished and are maintained by the Wolfeboro Garden Club under 
the care of Mrs. James E. Bovaird and Mrs. William B. Herbert, 
were again supplemented by the colorful plants installed in the 
terraced trays near the entrance walk. 

Again this year, with the cooperation of the Carroll County 
Cooperative Extension Service, many U. S. Government and New 
Hampshire Extension Service Booklets were made available for 
free distribution to museum visitors. Hundreds of booklets were 
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distributed. The leaf identification blueprints loaned by Mrs. 
Clinton R. Roper, a member of the Extension Service Staff, inter- 
ested many visitors. 

Although the primary theme, Natural History, was set by 
Dr. Libby when he founded the museum, he also appreciated art 
works of all forms. The museum continues to benefit from the 
exhibition of the paintings of local artists. Over 150 different 
paintings and drawings were on exhibition during the summer. 
The annual “clothesline” art show held on a Saturday during 
August, drew over 377 visitors this year. Featured for the first 
time were art works produced in the summer art classes for adults 
and children held at the Kingswood Regional High School. 

Again I wish to thank the Municipal Electric Department for 
furnishing electricity (1,880 KWH) at no cost to the Museum, 
and the Water and Sewer Department for furnishing water, also 
at no cost to the Museum. The museum has exhibits from both 
departments. 

At this time, I would like to thank the Selectmen, Mrs. Cole, 
Mrs. Jones, and all the donors, artists, and other volunteers, who 
aided this year.

The success of the Wolfeboro Historical Society has depended 
during 1965, as always, upon cooperation among members, town 
officials, newspapers, neighboring historical societies, and local 
organizations. 

One of its most active members has been Mrs. Frank McD. 
Sinclair of Wolfeboro and New York, until her final illness. Her 
last contribution to the Society was a legacy of money and of 
valuable American and English pewter. Display space has been 
readjusted to accommodate the “Sinclair Collection.”’ 

Articles of historical interest have been received from rela- 
tives of the late Emma Cate Carpenter (a member of the Clark 
family) and of Grace Reynolds Paris, contributor to the second 
volume of Wolfeboro history. 

While guiding visitors over the Clark house and the Pleasant 
Valley school house, hostesses emphasize self-reliance of former 
cecupants. They explain that the museum is not a repository for 
costly antiques, but an illustration of the way of life of simple 
Wolfeboro people. 

Names of 714 persons appeared on the guest register in 1965. 
These included girl scouts, fourth grade children, Daughters of 
the American Revolution, clubwomen of Carroll County, and 
tourists from Norway, Australia, Canada, and Korea. 

Roy E. Argersinger declined reelection after seven fruitful 
years as president. He will act in an advisory capacity, and has 
been elected librarian to continue the work so well established by 
George F. Fitch. 

The main project for 1966 is cooperation with the Wolfeboro 
Fire Department in observation of its 100th anniversary, and 
preservation of antique fire apparatus. The public is invited to a 
program at the Kingswood Regional High School, Monday even- 
ing, May 2, with Chief Guy Foss as principal speaker. 

There will be a joint meeting with MHarriman-Hale post, 
American Legion, and its auxiliary unit, Monday evening, April 
4, with a State Police speaker, and pancakes and maple syrup for 
refreshments. James R. Irwin will speak in October, with colored 
slides, on the fire at The Weirs, when the lake steamer “Mt. Wash- 
ington” was destroyed; S. Carleton Rogers, in July on Covered 
Bridges; Joe Dodge in November, on Four Seasons in the White 
Mountains. 

New members are solicited. 

Our grateful thanks to all who have assisted the Society, and 
all who plan to assist in the future.

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REPORT OF WOLFEBORO TOWN PLANNING BOARD 

While carrying on its duties in administrating the Town 
Subdivision Regulations, the Planning Board has concentrated its 
planning function on continuing arrangements and negotiations 
for the preparation of a “701”? comprehensive planning program 
for the Town, as authorized at the 1965 Town Meeting. All nego- 
tiations at the State level have been completed, a consulting firm 
has been selected, and the Planning Division of the New Hamp- 
shire Division of Economic Development is expecting approval of 
the Federal Funds requested. 

For those unfamiliar with this program, it provides for the 
retaining of a professional planning firm to prepare a compre- 
hensive plan for the Town of Wolfeboro, which is then subject 
to action at a Town Meeting. As things develop, the Board will 
keep the Town informed. 

With a new Season beginning, the Board would like to elim- 
inate confusion which has existed in the past as to the division of 
authority under the law. Matters of new uses, buildings and the 
like are administered by the Permit Officer under the Zoning 
Law. Questions of dividing up or conveying land out of existing 
parcels are handled by the Planning Board, under the Town Sub- 
division Regulations.

Fire Commissioner’s Report 
1965 

The Fire Commissioners would once more like to thank our 
citizens for their care in preventing fires. Although we had 
more fire calls (108) this year than for several years prior to 
1965, most of them were of a minor nature. 

In 1965 your Department, in order to replace out dated 
hose, purchased 500 feet of 214” hose and 350 feet of 114” hose. 

A 2500 watt portable generator was purchased to replace a 
unit of suitable capacity which had been in use for approxi- 
mately 30 years. A new radio was installed in the Forest Fire 
Truck, and we also purchased a Jet X foam nozzle as well as 25 
gallons of high expansion foam. 

The Wolfeboro Water Department has replaced 2 hydrants 
and installed 7 new ones. 

Your Commissioners are working continually to find a suit- 
able location for a site for a future relocation for our present 
Inadequate Fire House. Land values are constantly increasing 
in price and will certainly be much more expensive the longer 
we must wait before this move is made.

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners and the Inhabitants 
of the town of Wolfeboro: 


I herewith submit my reports for the year ending Decem- 
ber 81, 1965. 


During the year 1965 the department answered a total of 
108 calls of which 17 were box alarms, 9 brush fire alarms, 11 
Engineer’s calls, and 71 still alarms. There were 46 structual 
fires, 26 grass and brush fires, 8 Automobile fires, 4 gasoline 
spills, 7 false alarms, 3 smoke scares, 4 resuscitator calls, and 
10 calls to assist out of town departments. We had 1 fire that 
we had to request help from the Tuftonboro and Sanbornville 
Departments. 


In answering the calls, the department traveled 662 miles, 
used 5325 feet of booster hose, 7350 feet of 114 inch hose, 2050 
feet of 2'4 inch hose, raised 315 feet of ladders, used 80 lbs 
Dry Powder, and 2214 lbs of Purple “K’”’ Powder. 


The estimated value of buildings and contents where there 
was more than $50.00 loss was $200,750.00, the insurance car- 
ried cn these properties was $117,350.00, the estimated loss was 
$44,700.00 and the insurance paid was $17,808.40. There are 
two claims that have not been completed. 


The department completed inspection of 638 oil burner in- 
stallations, inspected several buildings at the owners’ request, 
and held fire drills in all schools and the dormitories at Brewster 
Academy. The Department has had 7 members attend the Lakes 
Region Fire School at Gilford, N. H. The Department had some 
training in the use of high expansion foam) and classes on the 
handling of tank vehicle fires on the highway in conjunction with 
their regular training. 


We replaced the Fire Alarm Wire from the Fire Station to 
South Main St. using 2700 feet of No. 10 wire. We connected 
box 512 at Kingswood Regional High School to the fire alarm 
system, and changed fire alarm equipment to new poles where 
necessary to comply with changes by N. E. Tel & Tel Co. and the 
Municipal Electric Department. 


I wish to thank the Fire Commissioners, the citizens of the 
town, and members of the department for their excellent cooper- 
ation at all times.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of 
vacationists that visit us every year love the State for the vari- 
gated woodlands that, encircle our clean lakes and clothe the hills 
and mountains. Most of us appreciate these values, but still 
there were enough careless people among us to cause over 880 
grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. True this was a 
much dryer than normal year but this should have meant the 
use of extra care. Fortunately the fire fighting forces have 
held the line against such careless acts. It is up to each one of 
us to be ever mindful that a spark or flame is a potential fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 
1. To teach our children the danger in lighting matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car 
or while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. 
If you must burn rubbish or brush: 


a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 PM. 


c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and adequate 
help on hand. The heat from your fire creates its own draft to 
spread fire. 


Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and Towns 
thousands of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of acres 
of destroyed woodlands. Yours never to enjoy.

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REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


This Department wishes to convey its thanks and apprecia- 
tion for the assistance and cooperation received from all other 
Departments of the Town. 

Production 

Due to a variety of conditions and circumstances it was 
necessary for this Department to generate 12% of the total energy 
requirements for the year. 

For the first time in the history of this Department the peak 
use of power occurred during the winter. The peak for the year 
was 3,000 kilowatts at 9:30 A.M., Tuesday, December 21. This 
was also the biggest day of production totaling 45,500 kilowatt 
hours generated and purchased. 

On August 18 a piston froze in the Model 32, 450 H.P. engine 
destroying the piston, piston rod and cylinder. Although the 
engine is approximately 28 years old repair parts were available. 
The engine was repaired by the power plant personnel and return- 
ed to service September 25. 

Transmission and Distribution 

The first outage on the 33 K.V. “Hi Line” was experienced 
October 4. The diesels were started immediately and the circuits 
were energized one at a time. The time from outage to restoration 
of service to the last customer was 12 minutes. The line crew, 
working in cooperation with the Public Service Co. of New 
Hampshire line crew, located the trouble and cleared the line. 
Service on the transmission line was restored at about 3:30 A.M. 
Having a generating plant manned by competent personnel held 
the outage to 12 minutes and not 5!4 hours. 

Several storms during the year caused isolated outages of 
short duration. Continuity of service was excellent. A continuous 
program of improvements including line rebuilding and tree trim- 
ming will be followed to assure not only continuous service but 
adequate voltage and energy supply. 

Due to the Forest Road reconstruction this Department set 
25 new poles. It is expected that the entire road will be trimmed 
and new conductors installed during the early part of 1966. Sewall 
Road will also be rebuilt. 

Moody Mountain Line 

Early in the spring of 1964 The American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company advised this Department that the construc- 
tion of a microwave station was being proposed in the general 
location of Moody Mountain. At the request of A.T. and T. this 
Department, in a letter dated July 7, 1964, gave an estimate of 
the cost of construction and the time required to build the line. 
This letter was acknowledged by phone and it was inferred that 
authorization for construction would be forwarded as soon as the 
microwave station construction schedule was approved. Contrary 
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to this conversation construction was started early in 1964 but 
authorization to build the line was not given. 

Several conversations were held during the first half of 1965 
with A.T. and T. but no firm authorization was given for the 
line construction. Early in August this Department was advise 1 
that the Engineering Department of A.T. and T. which was in 
charge of this project, had been abolished and all correspondence 
lost. It was requested that this Department again advise the esti- 
mated cost of line construction and that a purchase order to cover 
the construction would be sent to this Department within a week. 
The estimate for the line construction was forwarded August 10, 
1965. 

Early in September it was discovered that the New Ham>- 
shire Electric Cooperative was serving the area prior to construc- 
ing a line to the microwave station. A.T. and T. did not confirm 
or reject the proposal of this Department, neither did they notify 
this Denartment that the Coop wes to serve the tower. Legal coun- 
sel was immediately engaged and a restraining order was issued 
to prevent the Coop from continuing construction. 

A hearing was held by the New Hampshire Public Utilities 
Commission to determine if the Coop had the legal right to in- 
fringe on the franchised rights of this Department. The decision 
of the Public Utilities Commission was based on the 1950 statute 
which gave the Coop the right to extend its lines to within 1000 
feet of any electric utility providing that the Coop served custo- 
mers in the area prior to 1950. Unfortunately for this Depart- 
ment the Coop had been serving two customers since 1946 on so 
called ““Brown’s Ridge,” which is the section of Wolfeboro which 
borders Ossipee and is accessible only by going through Ossipee. 
Since the Coop proved that they were serving customers in 
Wolfeboro prior to 1950 the Public Utilities Commission had no 
choice but to decide in their favor. 

The development potential of the Beach Pond Road area is 
excellent. It is the feeling of this Department that the electric 
usage in the area, when developed, will be of economic value and 
therefore should be served by this Department. To insure that 
this Department, and not the Coop serves the customers in the 
area this Department has started to construct a line from Ernest 
Kenney’s to the Moody Farm. Electric service will be provided to 
customers in the area at a nominal line extension surcharge plus 
their regular monthly charge for electricity. 

The Northeast Blackout 

Shortly after 5:15 P.M., Tuesday, November 9, approxi- 
mately 38 million people in six northeastern states found them- 
selves in the dark. Wolfeboro, as well as most of New Hamp- 
shire and the State of Maine, and several towns with Municipal 
Electric Department generating facilities (i.e. Holyoke, Ipswich, 
Hudson, and Taunton, Mass.) were the exceptions. It may be 
months before the power industry knows what exactly took place 
to trigger the greatest single power failure in the history of the 
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United States. As always, after a catastrophe such as the black- 
out, the agencies of local, state and federal government investigate 
and attempt to find the reasons for the event and recommend 
ways to prevent recurrence. The Federal Power Commission has 
been charged with this task by President Johnson. It is generally 
agreed that a relay on one of the five 230 K.V. lines from Niagara 
Falls to Ontario tripped out and the redistribution of the load 
caused the other four lines to fail. The electricity that had been 
heading north into Ontario tried to flow east and then north but 
it couldn’t. Ties on the inter-connected high line opened and all 
power flow from the United States into Ontario stopped. The 
ties between New York and Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Mary- 
land opened, followed by the opening of the 345 K.V. lines be- 
tween Rochester and Syracuse. This series of events created a 
tremendous jolt to the entire CANUSE (Canadian Eastern United 
States) System. It created a trip hammer effect on all ties and 
generating units and suddenly New England and southern New 
York were left trying desperately to carry the load of upstate 
New York. 

Protective relays activated by instability of frequency, volt- 
age and unbalance, caused the generating stations to trip out of 
service and the lights went out over most of the Northeast. 

Fortunately our supplier, Public Service Co. of New Hamp- 
shire, was able to disconnect the tie before a major shut down 
occurred and most of the State experienced no_ loss of power. 
However, had Public Service Co. shut down, the diesel generators 
of the Department would have been put on the line in a matter of 
minutes and the outage would have been held to an _ absolute 
minimum. 

At present there is no guarantee that another blackout will 
not happen. The cost in money, loss of revenue, and human in- 
convenience has caused great concern within the entire Electric 
Utility industry, and administration at all levels of government.
